adjusted because their classmates are 
marrying your lovely daughters, and 
they — well, quite frequently an under- 
privileged boy marries a fine wealthy 
girl and everything's lovely, but. 
usually it's not so easy as the senti- 
mental story-books have it. More 
likely the boy marries a girl whose 
folks are of the same moderate finan- 
cial standing, and that's fine, too. But 
there's always present the feeling that 
it would be nice if they could enjoy 
the good times that the Joneses a 
couple of blocks up the street are able 
to enjoy. 

And so, just as in a city's slums, 
the riffraff commence their life of 
crime by taking what others have, in 
our suburbs many of the average class 
finds it difficult to be satisfied when 
neighbors have more. Those I've 
termed your servants, and also those 
who live here but have insufficiently 
remunerative employment in Philadel- 
phia, are equally in danger of living 
beyond their means, and bankrupting 
themselves, morally as well as other- 
wise, like the resort-dwellers I've men- 
tioned. 

And for concrete examples we have 
the police force. Fine young men, of 
better than average parentage, these 
officers attended Lower Merion schools 
with the children of you or yo>u- 
neighbors; they've chummed with 
your kids; they share their interests 
in things — including spending money 
on the good things of life (and some j 
of the not-so-good things). They! 
i marry girls who feel the same way 1 
| about having a good time. BUT they \ 
can't afford it on what we pay them. ' 
And so it's hard to keep the police 
force contented, alert, efficient and 
uncorruptible (especially when it is 
some of us who have occasion to do 
the corrupting). Our police, I believe, l 
are as good as the national average. ; 
But that is far short of perfection. \ 

What's to be done? In the nature ' 
of things, you can't pay all these pub- j 
lie servants a lot more. Neither can 
you ship them off to Siberia (or Nor- j 
ristown) and shift for yourselves. , 
But if you set out to understand the 
problem, of which this study in con- 
trasts is one fundamental cause — then 
a solution, if any, will be a little ; 
easier to arrive at. ;
